The prior arts found that would apply to claim 51-62 is a combination of Tomalia 
and Milco et al. (US 5,731 ,095). Milco teaches dendritic polymers which include 
dendrigrafts with many reactive groups. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
fail to teach various percentages of surface functional groups, i.e 75% of hydroxyl 
groups and about 25% of primary amine groups; 80% of hydroxyl group and 20% of 
primary amine groups, on polyamidoamine dendrimers.
